com panies 
h ad to discourage th eir use. 
T h e th ousands of young m en 
and w om en in training for se rv­ 
ice w ith th e arm ed forces aw ay 
from h om e com plicated th e situa­ 
tion, h e said, by th e ir natural 
desire to h ear th e voices of th e 
folks back h ome.

The d an ger is n ot so much from 
the d isease itself—the acute a t­ 
t a c k— as that it so frequen tly 
arfoets some part of the heart, 
leavin g valvular d isease an d peri­ 
card itis in its wake, 
con d ition s 
which may n ot give the in d ivid ual 
an y trouble for year« un til he 
reaches mid d le ad ult life. 


Attacks Apt To Return 
It usually attacks child ren an d 
is 
particularly 
likely 
to come 
back after the first attack year 
after year. It may show up in 
man y 
forms. 
The 
common est 
from w'hieh it gets its n ame of 
acute in flammatory rheumatism 
comes on with fever, d ren chin g 
sweats, an d red n ess, pain 
an d 
swellin g of on e join t after an other. 
The in volvemen t of the heart is 
very silen t an d may n ot be evid en t 
for years. 
Then an other form is that of 
St. Vitus’ d an ce, or chorea, in 
which the n ervous system bears 
the brun t of the acute symptoms. 
But some cases come alon g with 
n othin g more than the fever — 
little or n o join t or n erve in volve­ 
men t, an d in a rheumatism region 
d urin g an epid emic such in stan ces 


of fever an d sore throat should 
be suspected an d called acute rhei>- 
matism un til proved otherwise. 
The 
treatm en t of 
rheumatic 
fever is en tirely aimed at the pre­ 
ven tion of the heart complication s. 
In accomplishin g this prolon ged 
rest is still c ur best weapon . Some 
physician s Ixd ieve that a year in 
bed is n ot too lon g a con valescen ce 
for a child after a sev er« attack. 
Almost all ag ree that three to 
six mon ths is a min imum. This is, 
as on e may well imagin e, on e of 
the most d ifficult n ursin g jobs on 
earth. I kn ow a gran d mother — 
th a t’s my age period n ow, I kn ow 
mostly gran d paren ts — w*ho has 
given up all her war work to make 
sure her gran d d aughter rests an d 
is amused in bed after a rheumatic 
bout. 
Dietetic Treatment 
As to d ietetic treatm en t a high 
protein d iet has been foun d a good 
preven tative 
of 
complication s. 
On e New York physician , Dr. Al­ 
vin Coborn , ad d ed four eggs a 
d ay to the d iet of the stud en ts of 
a girl’s school an d preven ted re­ 
n ewed attacks. My colleague, Dr. 
Don Carlos Peete, has foun d that 
d iets of child ren in household s 
where rheumatic fever is frequen t 
were d eficien t in meat, eggs, milk 
an d butter. 
The sulfa d rugs con servatively 
ad min istered have also red uced 
the percen tage of rheumatism in 
epid emics of sore throat. 
In the fulmin atin g period of an 
attack the salicylate d rugs, of 
which aspirin is an example, have 
always promptly relieved the most 
severe symptoms.
